HEW Wanted January Action 
Board Plans September Hubbard Desegregation 


Taking 
issu e once again with the 
Dep artment of Health, Ed u cation and 
Welfare, the Sed alia Board of Ed u cation 
annou nced at its meeting Tu esd ay that 
Hu bbard school will be d esegregated nex t 
Sep tember in accord ance with a p lan 
su bmitted to the fed eral agency Feb. 16 , 
.19 72. HEW has ord ered the board to 
d esegregate the school by Janu ary . 
Board Presid ent Geoi^e Thomp son said 
the board ’s attorney , William F. Brown, 
was au thorized to inform HEW of the 
board ’s d ecision, which he d id in a letter 
d ated 
Tu esd ay . 
Thomp son 
said 
the 
d ecision reflected “the u nanimou s feeling 
of the board .” He also ind icated the 
board ’s d ecision was based in p art on a 
written 
rep ort 
to 
the 
board 
by 


Su p erintend ent of Schools Dr. T. J. Norris. 
Norris told newsmen no fu nd s to the 
school d istrict cou ld be cu t as a resu lt of 
the board ’s action. 
Norris 
and 
Brown 
noted 
similar 
ju stifications for the board ’s d ecision. One 
area stressed by both men was the effect 
the mid -y ear mov e wou ld hav e on the 
child ren inv olv ed . Norris said in his rep ort 
to the board : “I believ e the most imp ortant 
objection is the effect it wou ld hav e on the 
child ren inv olv ed and their p arents.” 
Brown wrote, “It is the feeling of the 
Sed alia school board that to force these 
child ren to change schools in the mid d le of 
the y ear is d etrimental not only to the 
child ren inv olv ed , bu t to the p arents as 
well.” 


Norris’ rep ort q u oted wid ely from a 
letter of p rotest sent to HEW by p arents in 
the Hu bbard area when that agency 
ord ered the mid -y ear transition in late 
Au gu st. That letter alled ged the transfer 
ord er wou ld hamp er the social, emotional 
and ed u cational ad ju stment of child ren if 
d one at mid -y ear; wou ld d isru p t the close 
home-school relationship , ignores the best 
interest of the child ren inv olv ed ; and 
wou ld be achiev ed with greater su ccess if 
d one nex t Sep tember, as the board 
originally p lanned . 
Norris and Brown criticized HEW’s 
attitu d e toward the child ren inv olv ed . 
Norris wrote: “The child has become a 
p awn in this issu e and his best interests 
hav e been forgotten.” Brown wrote: “The

Ju st giv ing fiscal rep orts. 
Ashcroft, 
u nsu ccessfu l 
congressional 
cand id ate in the (X)P p rimar>’ in the 7 th 
District, said , “I think one shou ld look 
bey ond mere fiscal integrity ...we shou ld 
consid er the efficiency of the office. I 
wou ld hop e to continu e the p rofessional. 
ap p roach established by Kit Bond and his 
office.” 
Ashcroft said he had no d efinite id ea as 
to whom he wou ld ap p oint as his chief 
au d itor. Bond ’s top d ep u ty , Robert L. 
James, 32, was named chief of the new 
Office of Ad ministration. 
Ashcroft, who sat at a news conference 
in Bond ’s office with his wife, Janet, is a 
Yale man, hav ing grad u ated in 19 6 4. He 
was grad u ated from the Univ ersity of 
Chicago Law School in 19 6 7, and Janet was 
grad u ated from the same school a y ear 
later. 
Ashcroft, who narrowly lost to Gene 
Tay lor, former national (K)P committee­ 
man, in the 7 th District p rimary , is an 
associate p rofessor at Sou thwest Mis­ 
sou ri State Univ ersity in Sp ringfield , 
where he teaches bu siness law. 
“John Ashcroft is a man of great ability 
and will serv e the state of Missou ri with d is- 
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tinction as its nex t state au d itor,” Bond 
said . 
“I am confid ent that John Ashcroft’s 
well-rou nd ed 
p rofessional 
backgrou nd 
makes him the kind of lead er Missou ri 
need s in the ex ecu tiv e branch of state 
gov ernment. 
“Du ring the last two y ears, this office 
has 
been 
staffed 
by 
p ersons 
with 
ed u cational and bu siness backgrou nd s to 
make this office one of the finest state 
au d iting op erations in the nation,” Bond 
ad d ed . “John will continu e to the work we 
hav e begu n in the au d itor’s office to bring 
p rofessional, high q u ality au d iting to the 
state of Missou ri.” 
Ashcroft, at 30, is three y ears y ou nger 
than the new gov ernor. His age is the 
constitu tional minimu m. 
There had been sp ecu lation on whether 
Bond or ou tgoing Gov . Warren E. Hearnes 
had the au thority to name the new au d itor. 
Hearnes had no comment Tu esd ay on his 
p osition. 
“The law is sp ecific that there is no 
au d itor v acancy u ntil I take office,” Bond 
said . “I d on’t see any p roblem.” 
Others mentioned for the au d itor’s job 
inclu d ed Greene Cou nty Prosecu tor Dee 
Wamp ler 
and 
Sp ringfield 
insu rance 
ex ecu tiv e Jerry Lu mp e. 
It was the third major ap p ointment by 
the new gov ernor.

The astronau ts, say ing they "like to 
cov er new grou nd ,” trav eled a mile farther 
than p lanned on Tu esd ay night, gathering 
many bags of lu nar samp les, inclu d ing 
scoq )s of the orange d u st nev er before 
fou nd on the moon. 
The orange material was fou nd d u ring 
ex p loration of an ancient av alanche, 4.4 
miles from the land ing camp in Tau ru s-

Norris stated that at 
that time Thomp son informed HEW 
rep resentativ es they had to ru le on the 
accep tability of the board ’s p lan p rior to 
Ap ril 1. The school sy stem’s bu d get and tax 
rate are set in Ap ril and all new p rograms 


had to be inclu d ed in the sy stem’s bu d get 
at that time, Thomp son p ointed ou t. 
Norris’ rep ort fu rther stated Dr. Lloy d 
Hend erson, rep resenting HEW, said the 
board wou ld receiv e a rep ly to its p rop osal 
within a matter of weeks. Howev er, Norris 
noted the only commu nications receiv ed 
the reniaind er of the school y ear were from 
HEW “two or three p hone calls ...” asking 
q u estions abou t the p lan. 
In Au gu st, Norris said , “1 receiv ed a 
telep hone call from Mr. Mines (Kenneth 
Mines, HEW) d u ring which he said , ‘We 
are read y to su bstantially accep t y ou r p lan, 
bu t there are a few q u estions we wou ld like 
to d iscu ss with the Board of Ed u cation " 
Norris said Mines su ggested a meeting with 
the board . That meeting d id not come 
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Littrow v alley . By coincid ence, it was 
fou nd by O rnan, not Schmitt, a geologist 
and America’s first p rofessional scientist 
in sp ace. 
“Hey ,” 
ex claimed 
Cernan 
as

stu mbled into the soil at the rim of a crater 
called Shorty . “Wait a minu te ... there is or­ 
ange soil.” 
“It’s all ov er,” O rnan went on ex cited ly .

On earth, scientists were also ex cited 
by the d iscov ery , thou gh cau tiou s in their 
ev alu ation. They said the orange soil may 
hav e originated from “the last gaseou s 
gasp of v olcanism” on the moon.

color. 
While Cernan and Schmitt motored on 
the moon, their crewmate, Ronald E. 
Ev ans, labored in the command ship 
America 
orbiting ov erhead . Ev ans is 
op erating an array of science instru ments 
which are p hotograp hing 
and p robing 
large slices of the moon. 
If the soil is a p rod u ct of the v olcanism 
that Brett sp oke of, it may rep resent 
material from as recent as 100 million y ears 
ago, 
a time 
that’s only y esterd ay in the 
ev olu tion of the moon. 
Cernan, 
the 
38 -y ear 
old 
mission 
command er, and 
Schmitt, 37, p hoto­ 
grap hed the orange material in color 
from sev eral angles and then took big 
scoop samp les. Cernan also d rov e two core 
tu bes into the material to get d eep er 
samp les. 
Bu t, p ressed by time, the astronau ts 
were not able to stay longer and find what 
Schmitt said cou ld hav e been ev id ence of 
v olcanic action from the moon’s more 
recent geologic p ast. 
The trav elers of Tau ru s-Littrow started 
their d ay working as sp ace-age au to 
mechanics. 
The right rear fend er of their |2 million 
electric car had been torn (rff by accid ent 
Mond ay and they wanted to rep air it. 
Following instru ctions from Mission 
Control and u sing a d esign su ggested by 
Ap ollo 
16 
command er John 
You ng, 
Schmitt and Cernan clamp ed a tap ed - 
together sheet of p lastic-like p ap er in the 
p lace of the broken fend er. They were d e­ 
lighted with the m a k e ^ t 
repa ir Job.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Is­ 
rael is making it clear to the 
Nixon administration that it 
wants the United States to keep 
its ideas to itself about the 
Mideast, at least for the time 
being 
According to Yigal Allon. Is­ 
raeli deputy prime minister, 
the current situation in his part 
of the world is “ so delicate that 
we don’t want to jeopardize it “ 
with big-power involvement at 
this time. 
Allon’s statements, made to 
Secretary of State William P 
Rogers as well as to a day-long 
series 
of 
news conferences 
Tuesday, are a bit of a come­ 
uppance for the Nixon adminis­ 
tration, which has made a new 
American diplomatic effort in 
the Mideast a key objective for 
the near future 
He gave support to the theory 
of the American plan to ar­ 
range an interim settlement as 
a prelude to an over-all solu­ 
tion—but he indicated his gov­ 
ernment’s real feeling is that 
“ we don’t want America to go 
too early ” 
According to Allon. Rogers 
indicated 
in their two-hour 
working lunch Tuesday that he 
agreed “ to the notion there 
should be no premature step 
because the situation is so deli­ 
cate.” 
Therefore. .Allon said, “ we 
don’t expect any (American) 
initiative in the immediate fu­ 
ture.” 
This 
“ delicate 
situation” 
cited by the Israeli leader in­ 
volves the general relaxation of 
tensions around the world, spe­ 
cifically between the United 
States and the Soviet Union and 
the two sides of what used to 
be the European Iron (’urtain 
The international situation is 
so good, the Israeli said, that 
the world “ can afford to wait a 
few months’’ before taking any 
actions that could endanger a 
Mideast solution 
The 
prospective 
summit 
meeting between Nixon and So­ 
viet leaders was indicated by 
Allon as a development that 
should be awaited before a new 
Mideast effort is made 
Other factors he indicated 
should come first include anoth­ 
er 
visit 
to 
Washington 
by 
Prime Minister Golda Meir, the 
naming of new ambassadors by 
Israel and Washington and a 
determination by both sides of 
the Mideast conflict that there 
should be a new initiative

Croce, 29, is bounding up the 
ladder of musical success after 
nearly a decade of passing the 
hat and hittkig the road. His 
two most widely recognized 
songs 
are 
“ Operator” 
and 
“ Don’t Mess with Jim .” 
On stage, he comes across 
with down-to-earth songs, some 
sad and other comical. And his 
flexible style of entertainment 
is, perhaps, his greatest asset 
— for he sings with a lyrical 
story-telling style that nearly 
everyone identifies with be­ 
cause of its appeal to basic 
emotions. 


“ I try to approach my songs 
so others can say they’ve had 
that kind of experience too,” 
said Croce, who was raised in 
South Philadelphia and became 
a disc jockey before embarking 
on a musical career. 
The thing that Croce is con­ 
centrating on more than any­ 
thing else is improving his al­ 
ready-accomplished 
style 
of 
guitar picking. 
“ Right now I’m tinkering 
around with the guitar and 
trying to become a better play­ 
er. I listen to Jerry Reid all 
day and all night. He’s un­ 
believable.” 
“ Between the jackhammers 
and the steering wheels, my 
hands have stiffened up,” he 
said of the kind of rugged truck 
driving and construction work 
he was doing only a year ago. 
Croce likes to recall for his 
audiences the days when he 
barreled down the highways in 
huge freight trucks trying to 
keep awake on pep pills. 
“ They’re called ‘West Coast 
Turnarounds,” he said, “ be­ 
cause after you’re through driv­ 
ing from Orlando to San Diego 
you just pop another one in 


your mouth and turn around to 
head back. It gets kinda weird 
though when you begin having 
conversation with your wind­ 
shield.” 
Croce’s life is a mixed bag if 
ever there was one. He has a 
degree in psycholc^, worked 
for the State Department on a 
Mideast cultural exchange pro­ 
gram and used to write “ jive” 
radio commercials. 
“ You know the kind,” he 
said. “ They go something like 
this: ‘Alright all you heavy cats 
out there, we’re gonna get 
down and do it funky right 
tonight so lay back and let us 
lay some of that heavy jive mu­ 
sic on ya’ll man.” 
Though Croce’s style borders 
on country-folk, he’s quick to 
point out that “ I grew up listen­ 
ing to country music and a lot 
of the old-time Jimmy Rodgers 
stuff. The first groups I played 
in were bluegrass.” 
The list of his most respected 
performers is as varied as his 
lifestyle. It ranges from classi­ 
cal guitarist Christopher Park- 
ening to the old-time music of 
Fats Domino. 
“ Good-time funky music is 


the stuff I love — stuff like the 
Coasters and Fats did and stuff 
that Jerry Reid and Merle Hag­ 
gard are doing.” 
His home, at present, is a 
rented farmhouse in Wagon- 
town, Pa., ‘‘When I go back 
home,” he said, “ I like to stop 
in at the old bars and hang­ 
outs.” 
“ It’s 
not a dues paying 
scene,” he added somewhat 
apol(^etically. 
“ Rather, 
it’s 
something I did then and still 
like to do now. 
“ Whether sitting at a bar or 
out of work, I’ve had a chance 
to sort things out in my head 
and with my songs. That way I 
know where my musical direc­ 
tion is coming from.” 
“ it isn’t magic,” he said of 
his songwriting style. “ It’s just 
sitting down and trying to say 
something.”

Schism Threatens National Farmers Group

KANSAS CITY (AP) - The 
National Farmers Oi^anization 
convention, this year featuring 
a bitter schism with the contin­ 
ued presidency of Oren Lee 
Staley at stake, was called 
to order Wednesday afternoon 
at Municipal Auditorium. 
A movement of dissident 
members, the “ ‘72 Convention 
Committee” has been viewed 
as the most serious threat Sta­ 
ley has faced in his 17 years as 
NFO president, the only one the 
nationwide farmers’ bargain­ 
ing agent has ever had. 
Staley shrugs it off: “ Their 
efforts have been a flop.” 
Don Kimball, 38, an Amarillo, 
Tex., farmer, emerged Tuesday 
as Staley’s strongest challenger 
going 
into 
the 
convention. 
One of six NFO national direc­ 
tors expelled from the board 
last summer, Kimball reported 
to a cheering rally he had chal­ 


lenged Staley to a debate on 
the convention floor as soon as 
the convention opens. 
Stalev would not comment on 
his feelings about a debate 
with Kimball, but indicated the 
issue niight be moot because 
of 
the 
possibility 
Kimball 
would 
be declared a 
non­ 
member, and ineligible 
for 
the presidency. 
The NFO president, 49, of 
Rea, Mo., said Kimble, another 
director from Texas, two from 
Kansas and one each from Cali­ 
fornia and South Dakota were 
summoned before the board of 
directors last summer to an­ 
swer charges about activities 
“ not in the best interests of the 
NFO.” 
The directors were represent­ 
ed at a hearing at Corning, 
Iowa, NFO headquarters, by 
counsel, Staley said. The board 
voted for their expulsion. Be­ 
cause they failed to appear as 
requested, Staley added, they 


can also be expelled from the 
organization 
under authority 
granted by the bylaws. 
“ If he (Kimball) is not a 
member, he won’t even be able 
to voice an opinion.” Staley 
sftid. 
Staley views the dissidents as 
a minority of six—the six for­ 
mer directors who happen to be 
“ a group of ex-employes who 
didn’t have a very good track 
record in the NFO.” 


Proposals they put forward 
as amendments to the bylaws, 
including a regular audit of 
NFO accounts, are, in Staley’s 
estimation, “ a vicious smear 
tactic” against him, “ with no 
concrete proposals for collec­ 
tive bargaining.” 


He added: 
“ The best issue is always to 
try to arouse criticism of han­ 
dling of the money “ 


Staley says he sees no merit 


in any of the proposals sub­ 
mitted by the dissidents. 
All their proposals were de­ 
feated Tuesday in the bylaws 
committee hearings The most 
emotional of them were the de­ 
mands for an audit, a prohibi­ 
tion against salaried employes 
holding elective office and the 
establishment of a tenure of of­ 
fice for all elected positions. 
Anti-Staley forces hope to get 
the issues before the convention 
and, failing that, resurrected 
Friday if they can get one of 
their own number elected presi­ 
dent. 
Kimball, who called for a 
“ national statistical system" to 
disclose to the members secret 
information long maintained by 
Staley and some NFO staff 
members, said the need for a 
reliable audit of all accounts is 
one of the hottest issues across 
the nation. The absence of it, 
he said, is eroding NFO mem­ 
bership. 


Staley said it is not an issue 
at all because of safeguards 
written into the bylaws protect­ 
ing members' funds. 


However, at least one farm 
housewife indicated she and her 
husband were not satisfied with 
the present safeguards.

Vitamin Limits Sought 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Cit­ 
ing a danger of “ acute and 
chronic toxicity” in high doses, 
the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration Wednesday moved to 
limit the strength of Vitamin 
A and D products. 
“ The availability without pre­ 
scription of these vitamins in 
high dosage levels contributes 
significantly to their misuse 
and the occurrence of serious 
adverse effects,” the agency 
said. 
Interested persons have 60 
days to comment on the propos­ 
al, which will be followed “ in 
the near future” by broad regu­ 
lations covering most other 
vitamins, minerals, and other 
food supplements. 
The immediate effect of the 
A and D proposal would be to 
require reformulation of an un­ 
determined number of multi­ 
vitamins, the FDA said. 


Farm Roundup 


The restrictions would apply 
also, FDA added, to vitamin 
products marketed as foods for 
special dietary purposes and as 
over-the-counter drugs. 
Americans have been taking 
vitamin supplements for dec­ 
ades, but concern has been 
heightened by the new health- 
food craze. 
The FDA said it has received 
reports of heavy promotion of 
both Vitamins A and D for the 
treatment of acne, night blind­ 
ness and 
arthritis although 
“ rteither is proven effective for 
these conditions in well-nour­ 
ished people.” 
The proposed daily limits are 
10,000 international units for 
Vitamin A and 400 for D, which 
the FDA said would be “ within 
the recommended daily do­ 
sages” established by the Na­ 
tional Academy of Sciences. 
Some products now on the 


market contain 10 times the 
recommended intake of D 
Natural sources of Vitamin 
A, necessary for growth and 
good eyesight, include liver, 
butter, yellow cheese, carrots, 
sweet potatoes, apricots, canta­ 
loupe and green leafy vege­ 
tables. 
Fortified milk and sunlight 
provide vitamin D which helps 
build stror^ bones and teeth. 
The FDA said overdoses of 
Vitamin A can cause a wide 
range of complications, such as 
anorexia, growth retarciation in 
children, drying and cracking 
skin, increased pressure in the 
skull, 
pain, 
irritability 
and 
headaches. 
Vitamin D in excessive doses 
can be even more toxic, the 
FDA said, resulting at the ex­ 
treme in hypertension, hyper­ 
calcemia in children, irrever­ 
sible kidney failure and death. 


Liberol Trade Policy 


Rumors Causing Worry

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ru­ 
mors that the U nited States will 
seek a vastly more liberal 
trade policy for farm products 
in worldwide negotiations next 
year are causing new worries 
among dairy spokesmen. 
Patrick B Healy, secretary 
of the National Milk Producers 
Federation, says such a move 
“ would devastate the domestic 
dairy industry” by opening up 
U.S. markets to more foreign 
products. 
• 
Although held tightly under 
wraps —some USDA officials 
deny the plan exists—the pro­ 
posal reportedly is aimed at 
multilateral reduction or elimi­ 
nation of trade barriers, thus 
paving the way for free trade 
among countries. 
At present, for example, the 
European Communtiy Common 
Market has “ variable levies” of 
tariffs on a number of farm im­ 
ports, particularly wheat and 
feed grain. The United States, 
by the same token, regulates 
many dairy imports through 
quota arrangements. 
“The new policy calls for a 
shifting 
of 
trade 
priorities 
which 
would 
allow 
foreign 
dairy products to inundate the 
domestic cheese and butter 
market,” Heavy said in the fed­ 
eration’s current newsletter. 
“ Authors of the report were 
naive enough to suggest that 
U S. dairy farmers could switch 
to beef or grain production 
where they would enjoy a more 
competitive advantage in the 
world market,” he said.

The livers were found from 
animals originating in Texas, 
Arizona, Kansas and Nebraska, 
the department said. 
The new findings raised to 
101 the number of livestock liv­ 
ers found to contain DEIS 
among 4,659 sampled this year, 
officials said. That is an in­ 
cidence rate of about 2.2 per 
cent. 
Use of DEIS-diethylstilbest- 
rol—has been banned in live­ 
stock feed beginning Jan. 1. No 
final decision has been made on 


the use of DES implanted 
directly in livestock, pending 
tests on whether that method is 
safe to use. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Mod­ 
ernization of food marketing in 
Japan is expected to help U.S. 
exports to that country, says 
the Agriculture Department. 
“Japan’s marketii^ system 
is so complex, however, that 
the U.S. exporter must give 
careful attention to market 
evaluation, testing and promo­ 
tion,” the Foreign Agricultural 
Service said Monday. 
Japan has become a billion- 
doUar annual market for U.S. 
farm products. Now, with the 
country going more to restau­ 
rant and frozen food sales. U.S. 
processors will have an oppor­ 
tunity to enlarge upon that 
market, according to the re­ 
port.

U nderly ing

reo rg anizatio n is a fundamental 
co ncept o f the univ ersity which 
states, “The Univ ersity o f Misso uri 
is a sing le institutio n with fo ur 
campuses, each o f which is a 
co mpo nent 
o f 
the 
who le.” 
It 
stresses that “the univ ersity will be 
co mprehensiv e, 
but 
no 
sing le 
campus will be.” 


Translated into practical steps, 
this 
will 
mean 
that academic 
disciplines will be trimmed o r 
eliminated at so me scho o ls and 
enlarg ed at o thers. The g o al will he 
to establish stro ng departments in 
all subject areas—div ided amo ng 
the fo ur campuses o f the Uni­ 
v ersity o f Misso uri—eliminating as 
much as po ssible o v erlap and 
duplicatio n. E^ch campus wo uld 
ex cel in specific and limited aca­ 
demic departments in its g raduate 
lev els and ev en in so me underg rad­ 
uate subjects. 


This will be especially true o f 
d o cto ral 
p ro g ram s, 
w hich 
President Ratchfo rd po ints o ut are 
the mo st ex pensiv e to maintain and 
the mo st difficult to pro perly staff.

M e rry-go-round 


Indian o fficial’s 
po wer underm ined

WASHINGTON — Co ngress p ledged in 
178 9 that Indian "lands and p ro p erty shall 
nev er be taken fro m them witho u t their 
co nsent " 
This is the sto ry o f what 
hap p ened to an o fficial who tho u ght the 
treaty sho u ld be o bserv ed. 


Indian 
Co mmissio ner 
Lo u is 
Bru ce, 
himself a Mo hawk, tried to p ro tect Indian 
rights against the dep redatio ns o f the white 
ex p lo iters. He was q u ickly q u ietly , strip p ed 
o f his au tho rity and left in his big, o rnate 
o ffice with no mo re p o wer than a wo o den 
cigar-sto re 
Indian. 
Last 
week, 
his 
resignatio n was p icked u p and he was 
du mp ed o u t o f o ffice witho u t a wo rd o f 
ap p reciatio n. 


The do cu ments seized by Indians fro m 
go v ernment files describe ho w Bru ce was 
thwarted by the Nix o n Administratio n. His 
tro u bles began when he sto o d u p to the big 
co rp o ratio ns greedy fo r Indian land and the 
lo cal go v ernments thirsty fo r Indian water. 
By early Ju ly 1971, he learned that the 
Administratio n was p rep aring to u ndercu t 
him. 


In a draft memo , he no ted that a White 
Ho u se "Management Assistance Team" 
had reco mmended the ap p o intment o f a 
"Dep u ty Co mmissio ner” to assist him. 
“ This 
reco m m end atio n 
has, 
we 
u nderstand, 
been 
accep ted 
by 
the 
(Interio r) Dep artment.” 


No t lo ng afterward, o n Ju ly 23, 1971, 
Secretary Ro gers Mo rto n installed Jo hn 
Cro w as the new dep u ty co mmissio ner. 
The mo v e was hailed by Mo rto n, who 
sp o ke o f Cro w’s ro le in "imp ro v ing the lo t 
o f the American Indians." 


The tru th is that Cro w, o ne-q u arter 
Chero kee and three-q u arters bu reau crat, 
co u ld 
be 
tru sted 
to 
carry 
o u t 
the 
Administratio n’s bidding 


The transfer o f p o wer fro m Bru ce to 
Cro w began o nly three day s after the 
ap p o intment. On Ju ly 26 , Mo rto n signed an 
o rder giv ing (.'ro w "any and all au tho rity 
co nferred 
u p o n 
the Co mmissio ner o f 
Indian Affairs by the Secretary o f the 
Interio r ” 


In o ther wo rds. Cro w was no o rdinary 
dep u ty bu t a co eq u al with Bru ce It so o n 
became ev ident that Cro w, in fact, wo u ld 
be the real bo ss and Bru ce wo u ld be a 
figu rehead 


Cro w immediately go t o u t a memo lay ing 
do wn the law to the agency ’s ex ecu tiv e 
staff. Hencefo rth, he wo u ld clear all 
co mmu nicatio ns to cabinet members, all 
do cu ments o n fu nds, all o rders to field 
o ffices, all p ress releases — indeed, all, 
“ c o r r e s p o n d e n c e 
w i t h 
p o l i c y 
imp licatio ns.” 


A 
day 
later. 
Cro w 
instru cted 
the 
Op erating Serv ices Offices to disregard a 
1970 memo by Bru ce becau se it had 
"ex p ired." In the fu tu re. Cro w added, the 
instru ctio ns wo u ld co me fro m him. 


Nex t day , he p eremto rily demo ted three 
o f Bru ce’s to p aides, inclu ding to u gh- 
minded Ernie Stev ens, who had been o ne 
o f the Indians’ best friends. They were 
rep laced by Cro w’s o wn henchmen. The 
o rder 
added 
blu ntly : 
"All fu tu re 
designatio ns to act in ex ecu tiv e p o sitio ns 
will be ap p ro v ed by me.” 


Ano ther 
memo rescinded a 
refo rm 
institu ted 
by Bru c*e and strengthened 
Cro w’s co ntro l o v er o ther activ ities. The 
p o wer co u p lasted fiv e day s. Thereafter, 
there were no mo re memo s abo u t ho no ring 
Indian treaties.

ship o f Perez Jiminez in 
195 8 and su bseq u ently

tanco u rt and Rao u l Leo ni. In the p ro cess, 
he has o rganized u rban and ru ral gu er­ 
rilla 
insu rrectio ns

acro ss this land. 


Petko ff has escap ed fro m the sev enth- 
flo o r p riso n ward o f the military ho sp ital 
here by sliding do wn a ny lo n co rd. Fo u r 
y ears later (196 7 ) he escap ed the San Carlo s 
army fo rtress in do wnto wn Caracas by 
digging a tu nnel. 


Aro u nd these escap ades, he sp ent y ears 
wo rking fo r the Co mmu nist p arty , mo nths 
in the mo u ntains leading gu errilla u nits, 
many lo ng p erio ds in jail — and, finally , 
mo nths o f attacking the So v iet Unio n fo r 
the inv asio n o f Czecho slo v akia, an ev ent 
which led to Petko ff’s breakir^ with the 
p arty and starting the Mo v ement to 
So cialism.

Cardinal safety Larry Wilson, who perfected the ‘safety blitz’, 
annou nced du ring a press conference Tu esday that he wou ld 
retire this y ear, and at the same time the Big Red annou nced 
they wou ld retire the jersey he has torn and dirtied in 13 
seasons with the team. 
“I know Larry Wilson right now is not able to do the things 
that he did fou r or fiv e y ears ago,” said Wilson, who was the 
team’s sev en-rou nd draft choice from Utah in 19 6 0. He holds ten 
team records. 
He has been u sed by the Cardinals as a play er-coach this 
season. 
Wilson’s nu mber is the first retired by the Cardinals since the 
team mov ed to St. Lou is. While in Chicago, No. 77 was retired in 
memory of tackle Stan Mau ldin, who died of a heart attack in 
the team locker room after a game in 1948 and No. 9 9 for 
halfback Marshall Goldberg who retired that same season after 
an ou tstanding career. 
Wilson, 34, was described at one time by former Detroit Lions 
qu arterback Bobby Lay ne as pou nd-for-pou nd, the greatest 
play er in the NFL.

Kenna Calls Signals 


For Manufacturers

N EW YORK (AP) - You 
may remember the new presi­ 
dent of the National Association 
of Manufacturers as the smooth 
quarterback who handed off the 
ball to Blanchard and Davis, 
the touchdown twins of the 
great Army teams of the mid- 
1940s. 


E. Douglas Kenna, much hon­ 
ored himself as a football and 
basketball player and coach, 
now is calling signals for an or- 
g a n i z a t i o n that generally 
doesn’t hear the applause of the 


multitude or the praise of the 
critics. 


The NAM is made up of 12,- 
275 members, all top officers of 
their organizations, aU men and 
women of very positive opin­ 
ions that they seldom fail to ar­ 
ticulate. 
“They wouldn’t be 
there if they didn’t,” said Ken­ 
na. 


One job facing Kenna is to at­ 
tract more members to NAM. 
Like other associations in re­ 
cent years, it has shrunk in 
size. In 1962, its rolls numbered 
16,327, but recession and busi­ 
ness consolidations have taken 
a toll. 


Although he accepted the job 
on very little notice. Kenna ex­ 
pects he will be able to work 
easily with the association’s 
172-man board, even though 
that board often is not in total 
agreement. 


The common goal that unites 
them despite differences on 
matters such as import controls 
is, said Kenna, that “they are 
all for a good and healthy busi­ 
ness environment.” 


Does such an environment 
sometimes conflict with other 
national goals, he was asked. 
“ Yes,” Kenna replied after re­ 
flecting, “ there will be areas of 


conflict. 
There 
must 
be 
tradeoffs.” 
He spoke clearly, very cal­ 
mly, very certainly, with a 
slight Mississippi accent, draw­ 
ing slowly on a fine, slim cigar 
He is 48, still athletic looking 
and inclined to dress less con­ 
servatively than some NAM 
members.

Others don’t do 
mu ch at all. They don’t hav e the 
money or manpower to cope 
with the problem.

(AP) — An in­ 
v estig ation headed by the FBI 
continu es today into a liv e hand 
g renade m ail^ Tu esday to a 
Sou thwestern Bell Telephone 
Co. employ e here. 
The g renade was deactiv ated 
by a Ft. Riley bomb sq u ad a 
little more than two hou rs after 
it was receiv ed at the phone 
company . Au thorities said the 
employ e 
realized 
what 
the 
packag e contained as it was u n­ 
wrapped and Salina police and 
the FBI were notified. 
The bomb sq u ad su mmoned 
from Ft. Riley , abou t 50 miles 
away , deactiv ated the g renade 
in the alley behind the phone 
company . Dick Berg er, district 
manag er for Bell, said part of 
the bu ilding was cleared of all 
personnel 
for a 
time 
bu f 
telephone serv ice was not inter­ 
ru pted. 
Au thorities said the g renade 
was foreig n made bu t with an 
American-made detonator The 
pin had been pu lled and the de 
tonator was held in place with 
a short piece of string . 
A spokesman for the bomb 
sq u ad said the g renade con­ 
tained black powder and possi­ 
bly cou ld hav e ex ploded.

it.

If they won’t tell or y ou 
can’t really ex plain where the 
meat comes from, g o some­ 
where else. Talk to y ou r local 
health department. Ask abou t 
the processors of local meats.

Ag ricu ltu ral

periment Station, said Tu esday 
the nex t q u arter centu ry will 
see continu ed prog ress in farm­ 
ing . 
Dr. Smith said he is fore­ 
casting continu ed prog ress on 
the assu mption that continu ed 
research and dev elopment are 
allowed in the fertilizer in­ 
du stry and other ag ricu ltu re 
chemicals: there is better u n­ 
derstanding 
of 
natu ral 
re­ 
sou rces and that water u se effi­ 
ciency will improv e as rapidly 
as has efficiency in u se of fer­ 
tilizers since 1947. 


Smith said Kansas farmers, 
c om bi n i n g fertilizer u sag e 
throu g hou t the state with irri­ 
g ation in western areas, pro­ 
du ced more corn this y ear on 
1.25 million acres than was pro­ 
du ced on 7.3 million acres 40 
y ears ag o. 
He said corn y ields in 1946 
were only 22 bu shels per acre, 
compared with a projected 101 
bu shels per acre av erag e for 
1972. 
^ 
Smith said increased u se of 
fertilizers has increased wheat 
produ ction efficiency 70 per 
cent and noted Kansas farmers 
will produ ce nearly $1.25 billion 
of crops in 1972.

Wheat Crop Value Soared in T972 


By DON K EN D A LL 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
1972 wheat crop, counting gov­ 
ernment payments, is worth 
more than $3.4 billion to farm­ 
ers, says the Agriculture De­ 
partment. 
On that basis, the average 
value of wheat this year was 
$2.23 per bushel, compared with 
$1.89 in 1971, the USDA said 
Tuesday in a year-end crop re­ 
port. 
The gross value, up from 
1971’s total of $3.05 billion be­ 
cause of sharply higher market 
prices, eclipsed the old record 
of $3.1 billion set in 1947. But 
the unit price was higher then 
— $2.29 per bushel. 
Soaring exports this year, led 
by 400 million bushels sold to 
the Soviet Union, resulted in 
the 
highest 
wheat 
market 
prices in a decade. The aver­ 
age rose from $1.32 per bushel 
last Ju ly to $1.97 in November. 
I'his year’s wheat crop was 
more than 1.54 million bushels, 
down from the record of 1.6 bil-

document would have broken 
the much criticized Vatican si­ 
lence on the persecution of 
Jews in Europe before and dur­ 
ing World War II 
American Jesuit John La- 
F^arge was commissioned to 
write the encyclical draft 15 
months before the outbreak of 
World War II. 
A LaFarge collaborator, the 
Reporter said, German Jesuit 
Father Gustave Gundlach, later 
charged the work was withheld 
from the Pope for political rea­ 
sons by the Jesuit superior gen­ 
eral, F’ather Wlodimir Ledo- 
chowski because he feared its 
publication would give Russia 
an excuse to invade Poland 
The Reporter also said the 
document appeared to have 
been involved in another Vati- 
can s i t u a t i o n concerning 
charges made in memoirs of 
the 
late 
Cardinal 
Eugene 
Tisserant 
He contended Pius 
XI was assassinated by an 
agent of Italian dictator Benito 
Mussolini to prevent the Pope 
from openly denouncing Fas­ 
cism in a speech planned for 
F>b. 11, 1939 Pius X I died the 
night before. 
The encyclical draft was said 
to have been entitled “ Hurnani 
Generis Unitas,” the Unity of 
the Human Race It was not 
clear, the Reporter said, whe­ 
ther Pius XI ever saw the com­ 
pleted document before he died 
of a heart attack at the age of 
81. 
The bulk of the material for 
its article, the Reporter said, 
came from the papers of F'a- 
ther LaF'arge, a former editor 
of the Jesuit magazine, “ Amer­ 
ica.” LaF’arge died in 1963 at 
the age of 83

McNally was accused of de­ 
manding $502,500 in ransom 
when he hijacked a New York 
to Tulsa, Okla., flight after it 
left St. Louis June 23.

given the money and two para­ 
chutes when the plane again 
landed here.

Students Invade 
German School 


H EID ELB ER G . 
Germany 
(AP) — Two hundred students 
invaded a lecture hall at Hei­ 
delberg University, hung red 
flags from the windows and 
painted revolutionary slc^ans 
on the walls. 
A gray-haired professor tried 
to restore order, telling them. 
“ After all, I don’t go barging 
into your rooms.” 
The students jeered, and the 
professor walked out in disgust. 
“ Professors must finally real­ 
ize that Heidelberg University 
is no longer their private prop­ 
erty,” one young German de­ 
clared. 
The student revolt has come 
to 587-year-old Heidelberg Un­ 
iversity, Germany’s oldest. Sig­ 
mund 
Romberg’s 
uniformed 
Student Prince has been dis­ 
placed by the militant in blue 
jeans and olive drab battle 
jacket 
demanding 
a 
bigger 
voice in university policy. 
H i t-and-run 
attacks 
last 
month on law professors re­ 
sulted in closing of the law 
school for the remainder of the 
semester. 
The university’s liberal rec­ 
tor resigned when the Baden- 
Wuerttemburg 
state 
govern­ 
ment named two conservatives 
as deputy rectors. Last Wed­ 
nesday the state government 
struck again. Sending 1,(X)0 po­ 
lice to close the campus for a 
day to prevent a leftist teach-in 
featuring Peter Brueckner, a 
psychology professor suspended 
from Hannover University for 
allegedly aiding the anarchist 
Baader-Meinhof Gang. 
“ The reactionary authorities 
made an obvious political blun­ 
der,” said Christian Blauth, 25- 
year-old political adviser to the 
ultra-left ASTA student com- 


mittee. “ Thousands of students 
heard 
Brueckner 
speak 
off 
campus, and then they joined 
our five-day strike to protest 
the police action.” 
Prof. Adalbert Podlech of the 
law faculty agreed that the 
government’s action helped the 
rebels. 
“ The extremists had alien­ 
ated most students with their 
irrational demands,” he said, 
“ but 
the 
moderates 
felt 
threatened by the police so they 
showed their solidarity with the 
strike.” 
The strike ended Tuesday 
with a student rally at which 
ASTA leaders said demonstra­ 
tions 
would 
be 
held 
next 
Monday when the university 
senate elects a new rector.

If the professional people 
watchers are correct, America 
is losing interest in space these 
days, having watched 10 men 
on the moon before Apollo 17. 
Now it’s football and Christmas 
shopping.

peaked during the last two 
flights,” a network television 
executive said last week, ex­ 
plaining a sharp cutback in 
special programming on the 
flight. 
But you figure this commu­ 
nity, nurtured by the space 
movement, is an outpost where 
a “ bird” has no wings and “ ro­ 
ver” is not a dog.

Spacecraft Center glow across 
the street as the woman talker, 
a barmaid, mixes drinks for a 
group of new customers. 


Nobody bothers to turn on 
television to a local channel 
carrying the complete color 


broadcasts of Apollo 17 from 
the moon. 
Four years ago Apollo 8 flew 
to the moon and the Space Cen­ 
ter went wild It was Christ­ 
mastime, but few noticed. 
It wasn’t the same for 17, 
11th and final of the series. 
At a fashionable club along 
NASA 1, the space community’s 
main highway, a viewer switch­ 
ed the TV from a pro football 
game to the moonwalk of 
Apollo 17 
But not for long. 
The 
other customers de­ 
manded football They easily 
won. 
There is still celebration of 
course. Friends gather at the 
homes of astronauts to watch 
the flights. There are posters 
advertising traditional splash­ 
down parties 
Mission Control hums with 
excitement. Space agency offi­ 
cials speak optimistically of the 
future. But the average guy on 
the street seems removed.
